ſuch ſolemn confeſſions of His ſove- 
reign dominion, and of our depen- 
dence on Him, as are e imply d in 
prayer. | 

And if ſome, in the dulneſs of 
incogitancy, or in the ſtubbornneſs 
of ſelf-ſufficiency, either ſtupidly diſ- 
regard, or profanely deride, all ſuch 
acts of religious worſhip, during the 
ſerene ſeaſons of private welfare and 
public proſperity ; yet, in the time of 
trouble, in the gloomy ſeaſons of 
dread and danger, in the furnace of 
affliction, the obduracy of the hardy 
ſcorner will generally melt ; the

thoughtleſs will 2M out ,of their 
inſenfibility, and both be led (cho at 
firſt, perhaps, without reflexion) to call 
upon God, for help and far delive- 
rance. Conyinc d, in ſuch junc- 
tures, at leaſt, of their own defects 
and impotence, they naturally fe. 
ſort to the ſupreme, alſufficient 
Cauſe; imploring pardon from His 
merey, and protection from His 
power; ſeeking thoſe directions from 
His wiſdom, and thoſe ſupplies from 
His bounty, which, in themſelves or 
fellow · creatures, they cannot find. 
And, if the moſt incogitant and 
profligate part of our ſpecies (unleſs 
given over to a reprobate mind) —-if 
even ſuch, in a melancholy ſituation, 
are prompted by their circumſtances, 
to ſupplicate for reſcue or ſupport; 
with what chearfulneſs, as well as 
conſtancy, will the conſiderate and

religious recur, in the time of trouble, 

| to the ſameexpedient of relief? To 
them, always ſtudious of approving 
their behaviour to God, the exerciſe 
of prayer appeareth not merely as an 
indifpenfable duty, which His wiſ⸗ 
dom preſcribeth to their care, but 
alſo as an amiable privilege, which 
His goodneſs propoſeth to their com- 
fort as a privilege, peculiarly ſuited 
to the fate of the afflicted, and pro- 
per to gain them a releaſe from the

And, whilſt He praciouſly ſupply- 
eth them with a remedy fo eaſy to 
be apply'd; at the fame time, pro- 
miſing them the moſt deſirable ſuc-

Z | om 3 of His tenderneſs 
to mankind, to raiſe the drooping 
ſpirits of melancholy ſuppliants, and 
to cheer them with a proſpect of all 
ſuch bleſſings, as they can either 
with reaſon expect, or with expe- 
diency receive. He, who made the 
ear, as certainly heareth their words; 
as He, who alſo made the eye, be- 
holdeth their works. The prayer of 
ſinners, indeed, He heareth not with 
approbation ; unleſs they ſincerely 
confeſs and bewail their ſinsunleſs 
they reſolve to reform their character, 
by a religious regularity of demeanor, 
in the ſequel of life. But, when fin, 
which had been before purſu'd, is 
penitentially renounc'd,---when that 
only obſtruction to a propitious au- 
dience from Him, is remov d; ſuc- 
ceſs is then ſo far inſur d to the ſup- 


plicants,

plicants, that, whatever He (whoſe 
wiſdom always diſcerneth what may 
be moſt beneficial to them, and

Their principal buſineſs is, 
to maintain their integrity; to make 
tze beſt proviſion, which they are 
able to make, for their ſafety, and 
do requeſt His bleſſing en their law- 
ful indeavors.

In making their ac- 
knowledgments, with this view, they 
will nouriſh the higheſt ſenſe of His 
tender kindneſs ; the loweſt, of their 
own deſert--declaring Him moſt wor- 
thy to be prais'd ; themſelves, in the 
humble language of Jacob, not wor- 
thy of the leaſt of all His mercies. 
Guarding againſt all infinuations of 
Pharifaic pride; far from vainly fan- 
cying, that they may juſtly aſpire to 
the diſtinguiſh'd favour of heaven, 
and averſe from ſacrificing to their own 
net, or burning Incenſe to their own 
drag ; they will, with grateful mo- 
deſty, confeſs His direction of events 
to their advantage; and, in juſt con-

Not many months are claps'd, 
ſince the whole nation experienc d a 


time of trouble. Our country was 


threaten'd with the moſt hideous 
forms of deſolation and deſtruction : 


the conſtitution of the kingdom in 
general, together with the king and. 


the royal family, together with the 


rights and properties of all loyal ſub- 
jects, had our enemies already de- 
ſtroy d and devour di in their ſanguin 


hopes.

hopes. They, a dreadful, armed 
multitude of favage, rapacious, de- 
ſperate men had ruſh'd into this land: 
a flect of a foreign Potentate, intend- 
ed, or pretending, to ſupport and 
invigorate their peſtilent enterprize, 
ſpread a general alarm throughout 
our coaſts : whilſt ſome degenerate 
inhabitants of this Iſle diſgrac'd the 
Engliſh name, by meanly and un- 
naturally accepting French and Ita- 
lian incouragements to fight againſt 
their native country, and contend 
for the chains, with which Popiſh 
tyranny faileth not to reward its 
ſlaves. 

During theſe calamitous ſcenes, 
which ſeem'd each day leading to 
ſome diſmal cataſtrophe, each day 
portending the introduction of ſla- 
very and idolatry; an unuſual gra- 
vity, or rather ſadneſs, appear d in 
B the

the faces of all, who could be touch'd 
with a dread of their own and their 
country's ruin. Every eye waited, 
with eager ſolicitude, to read---every 
earliſten'd, with impatience, to hear, 
the event of public proviſions for 
public ſafety---to be inform'd, what 
progreſs the rebels had made---what 
fate ſeem'd to impend over the na- 
tion---how far off, or how near, the 
general miſery might appear to be. 
Whil'ſt the conſternation prevail'd, 
the piety and wiſdom of our gover- 
nors directed the whole body of the 
kingdom, to crown all other methods, 
imploy'd for common ſecurity, with 
the addition of their united devo- 
tions---with humble deprecations of 
divine vengeance ; with earneſt re- 
ſolutions to forſake the ſins, which 
had expos'd us to it; with fervent 
| intreaties

intreaties of the protection and aſſiſt- 
ance of the Almighty. 

And then did this perſuaſion ſeem 
hardly leſs general than it is juſt, 
that as, without human indeavours, 
it would be abſurd preſumption ; ſo, 
without divine favour, it would be 
inſolent profaneneſs, to expect any 
deſirable ſucceſs--that, tho the horſe, 
and other neceſſaries ſhould, in pru- 
dence, be prepared for the battle ; 
yet, no means, however wiſely con- 
certed, without an heavenly bene- 
diction upon them, can be proſpe- 
rouſly apply'd---that an horſe is but 
a vain thing,to ſave a man---that no 
king can be ſaved merely by the mul- 
titude of an hoſt, neither can any na- 
tion, not even any mighty nation, 
be delivered, by much ſtrength. 

Thus perſuaded, did multitudes 
extend their prayers for deliverance, 

B 2 and 
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and the preſervation of our king 
and country, beyond the compaſs of 
one ſolemn day of humiliation,--- 
beyond the courts of the houſe of 
God. On many other days did even 
our ſtreets frequently reſound with 
ſuppliant ſongs---with ſongs of ſup- 
plication, which clearly teſtify'd, how 
awakening is the horror of trium- 
phant Popery---how naturally man- 
kind implore the aid of the ſupreme 
Being in the dark hours of diſtreſs--- 
how dear to them is the privilege of 
reſorting to the ſhadow of His wings, 
under the apprehenſion of an im- 
pending,dreadful evil ; againſt which 
they are conſcious of their inability, 
or only doubtful of their ability, to 
guard. 

And whil'ſt God was thus devoutly 
addrefs'd with the national call, the 
promiſe in the text was happily veri- 


fy'd,

ty'd, in our behalf, and He was 
pleaſed to hear us. 

The enemies, afraid of falling, 
fled, before the army, which was con- 
ducted againſt them, with fingulat 
bravery and diſpatch, by that Heroic 
Youth, whoſe princely qualities yield | 
incfeaſe of luſtre even to his royal 
and valiant race. From this king- 
dom they return'd with rapid haſte, 
to the places of concealment and re- 
fuge, which a country and a ſeaſon, 
equally unfavourable to the marches 
of their purſuers, ſome time afforded 
them, The purſuit, nevertheleſs, 
was, with unweary'd diligence and 
intrepidity, continu'd ; the ſeverities 
of the climate, at that time extremely 
great, were patiently indur'd ; the 
retirements of the fugitives were de- 
tected, And though they conſide- 
Tably ſurpals'd the royal army in 
B 3 num-

numbers---though they were inſti. 
gated to fight by implacable hatred 
of our eſtabliſhment, in Church and 
State, by all their hopes in this world, 
and by ample (however fallacious) 
promiſes, in regard to the next---tho' 
they enter'd the field of battle with 
avow'd reſolution to exerciſe an un- 
relenting cruelty ; yet was an intire 
victory, at length, gain'd over them, 
with leſs difficulty, in appearance, 
than had been experiencd in over- 
taking them. 

So graciouſly hath God attended 
to our call: ſo ſignally hath He 
bleſs'd the counfils and the arms of 
thoſe, whom His providence hath 
made the illuſtrious inſtruments of 
guarding us from imminent ruin, of 
reviving the ſpirits of the dejected, 
and of repairing the public credit--- 
of preſerving the civil government, 


by

by which our rights and liberties are 
now ſecur'd ; of preſerving the re- 
ligion, in the due uſe of ' which we 
hope to be hereafter ſav d 

The gallant behaviour, indeed, of 
him, who was eminently inſtrumen- 
tal in the national preſervation, de- 
mandeth a diſtinguiſh'd regard ; and 
moſt juſtly intitleth him to the gra- 
titude of national applauſe. In that 
condition of life, which ſupplieth a- 
bundant opportunities of pleaſure--- 
in that ſeaſon of life, which inviteth 
to imbrace thoſe opportunities ; he, 
with a dignity ſuitable to his birth, re- 
jected all temptations to an inglorious 
eaſe ; bravely refolv'd to incounter 
the various hardſhips of an arduous 
enterprize; to oppoſe the ſwelling tor- 
rent, which threaten'd a general de- 
vaſtation. And ſuch was the happy 
conſequence of his reſolution, ſup- 
| B 4 ported 
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( 24 ) 
ported with a military skill, not eaſy 
to be parallel'd, even in the conduct 
of the moſt experienc'd comman- 
ders, that the preſent generation hath 
moſt affecting reaſons to regard it, 
with joyful thankſgiving that ſuc- 
ceeding generations may find reaſon 
to review it, with a pleaſing admi- 
ration---that, amongſt the lateſt po- 
ſterity, it may deſervedly be remem- 
ber'd, with a bleſſing on his name. 
But, in the admiration and ap- 
plauſe of man, however excellent, 
we muſt not reſt. The moſt excel- 


lent are rais d up and ſuſtain'd by our 


Creator; Who inableth them to be, 
under His Providence, the cauſes of 
the moſt diffuſive and moſt valuable 
benefits,---to advance their own and 
their country's glory, by conſpicuous 
and important atchievements. To 
Him, therefor, the principal Au- 
| | thor

tor of all deliverances, No cover- 
” eth the head, and giveth vidlory, in 
the day of battle, muſt our thoughts 

be moſt thankfully exalted. 
With a remarkable frequency hath 
le choſen to be intitled Tus LoRD 
. or SABAOTH, or 50%; ſuggeſting 
by the title, that He over-ruleth, 
according to His good pleaſure, the 
combin'd power and policy of men 
----that men, therefor, ought not 
to rely, with preſumptuous confi- 
dence, on the arm of fleſh,---ought 
not to aſcribe their proſperous ſucceſs 
to human counſils, courage, and 
conduct; but to His arm chiefly, 
and His favour, without Whoſe con- 
currence and directive aid, all 
ſtrength is weakneſs, and all wiſdom, 
folly. 
Not in our hoſts, then, neither in 
their leaders, however ſignaliz d by 
valour 
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valour and by prudence, ſhould we 
pretend to diſcern the ſources of our 
ſafety: but Him ſhou'd we regard, 
in Him ſhou'd we rejoice, as the 
 Prength of our ſalvation, Who 
heard our hoſannahs in the day of 
trouble----Him ſhould we glorify 
with grateful hallelujahs, who hath 
bleſſed us with a day of triumph. 
And the words of praiſe, indeed, 
we have already preſented to Him; 
the public devotions of this day 
having been peculiarly adapted to 
the celebration of His name, for 
the great mercy vouchſaf'd us, in 
the ſuppreſſion of the late rebellion. 
But, with the folemnities, to which 
a part of one ſingle day is dedicated, 
we muſt not conclude our thank- 
fulneſs, neither fancy our oblation 
of praiſe to be compleated. No: 
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we ſhould ſo treaſure up in our 
minds the bleſſing, which we now 
acknowledg, that from it may be 
deriv'd a ſuitable, continual influ- 
ence on our manners----that to the 
due praiſes, which have proceeded 
from our lips, may be added the due 
piety of our lives. This addition is 
equally neceſſary to evince the ſin- 
cerity of our gratitude for paſt, and 


to ſupport our hopes of future, fa- 


vours. Of public ſucceſſes, for 


| which we ſtill have reaſon to pray, 


that ſucceſs, for which, in this aſ- 
ſembly, we give praiſe, can only 
be ſo far eſteem'd a pledge, as it is 
thankfully receiv'd, and properly 
improv'd. If it is receiv'd unthank- 
fully, or abus d to the diſhonour of 
its Author--if reſcu'd from the dread 
of ſlavery, we fly (or rather, ſtill ob- 

ſtinately 
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ſtinately adhere) to the oppoſite ex- 
treme of licentiouſneſs; if, preſerv'd 
from the impoſitions of ſuperſtition, 
we throw off all juſt regard for true 
religion if, ceaſing to be diſquieted 
with apprehenſions of tyrannic inſo- 
lence from man, we proceed in be- 
traying irreverence towards God ; if 
ſuch, ſo baſe, ſo profane, be our 
practice, reaſonably may we expect, 
that the ſignal mercies already grant- 
ed us, will be ſucceeded by judg- 
ments proportionably ſevere. 

In oppoſition to enemies, indeed, 
within the limits of theſe kingdoms, 
our arms have been ſucceſsfully taken 
up; but the time of laying them 
down 1s not yet come. Very nu- 
merous armies of declared, invete- 
rate enemies we ſtill have in foreign 
lands: and tho incidental incoun- 
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ters with them have generally ended 
with advantage to our allies; yet, 
the final event of the war is ſtill 
depending---an event of the laſt im- 
portance to all Europe,---an event, 
in the mean time, which no human 
penetration is ſufficient to diſcover, 
no human power is ſufficient to de- 
termin. | 

During this uncertainty, then, 
this dubious criſis of public affairs, a 
juſt ſenſe of human weakneſs will 
ingage us to turn, with dutiful hearts, 
to Him, Who alone knoweth what 
lot awaiteth us--Who alone can pro- 
tect our religion, and our rights, our 
liberties and our commerce ; Who 
alone is able to crown our enter- 
prizes with ſucceſs agreeable to our 
wiſhes. A righteous cauſe He is e- 
ver diſpos d to favour : and on His 


favour 
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favour to our own we may ſafely 
rely, if we divert it not from us, 
by any unrighteouſneſs in ourſelves. 
With the ſtream of His benevolence 
He hath hitherto ſeaſonably and 
plentifully refreſh'd us: let us not 
interrupt it's courſe, by our ingrati- 
tude, neither provoke Him, by re- 
bellion againſt His laws,to give it the 
direction, which our enemies wou'd 
chuſe. Let usnot fall into the moſt 
deteſtable, moſt infamous guilt of 
forgetting Him, in our proſperity, 
bo remembered us, when we were in 
trouble; and hath delivered us from 
our enemies. Let us glorify Him, by 
conforming our behaviour to His 
will, as well as by language, expreſ- 
five of becoming . reverence and 
thankfulneſs to Him. 

And, may we ſo prepare ourſelves 


ſtill to receive the light of His coun- 
tenance, 
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tenance, that it may continue to 
ſhine benignly upon us---direting 
the counſils, and animating the re- 
ſolutions, of thoſe, who preſide over 
us---uniting the affections, and ſup- 
porting the zeal, of every Briton, in 
oppoſition to our common enemies;

conqueſt over their armies furniſh us 
with happy occaſions of repeating 
our public thankſgivings, and of pro- 
curing an honourable and advanta- 
geous peace. 

Which bleſſings may we receive 
from heaven, thro' the mediation of 
our alglorious and alſufficient Re- 
deemer, Jeſus Chriſt! To Whom, 
with the Father and the Holy Ghoſt, 
be univerſal and eternal glory ! 
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
